20. (original) The method as set forth in claim 19 wherein the compound having a 

hypocholesterolemic activity and not penetrating into the body is a biliary acid 
reuptake inhibitor.

acid reuptake inhibitors are administered in combination with one or more 
compounds chosen from 3-hydroxv-3-methYlglutarvl-coenzyme A (HMG-CoA) 
HMG CoA reductase inhibitors, cholesterol uptake inhibitors, cholesterol 
synthesis inhibitors or y and P amyloid-B precursor protein (APP) APP secretase 
inhibitors. 

28. (currently amended) The method composition as set forth in claim 27 wherein the 

various active ingredients are administered simultaneously, separately or spaced 
out over time. 
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
